May it please Your Excellency : 

We, the Board of Superintendence of the City of Dublin Hospitals, 
have the honour to submit to Your Excellency this our Fifty-seventh 
Annual Report under Statute 19 and 20 Viet., cap. 110, passed on 
the 29th July, 1856, entitled Dublin Hospitals Regulation Act. 

During the year ending 31st March, 1915, we have inspected all 
the Hospitals which receive grants from Parliament. 

Viz. : — 

1. Westmoreland Lock Hospital. 

2. Steevens’ Hospital. 

3. Meath Hospital and County Dublin Infirmary. 

4. Cork Street Fever Hospital. 

5. The House of Industry Hospitals, viz. : — 

(a) Hardwicke Fever Hospital. 

(b) Whitworth Medical Hospital. 

(c) Richmond Surgical Hospital. 

6. Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 

7. Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

8. The Royal Victoria Eye and Ear Hospital ; and 

9. Royal Hospital for Incurables, which receives a portion of the 

Concordatum Fund. 

On these occasions we carefully observed and inquired into the 
state and condition of each institution to ascertain that the wards 
were clean and well ventilated, that every provision was made for 
the treatment, comfort, and welfare of the patients, and that the

several buildings were kept in good repair and in a sanitary con- 
dition. We made inquiries respecting tlie current expenses of each 
hospital and the system of purchasing, storing, cooking, and issuing 
supplies ; we looked into the nursing arrangements, and into the 
means available in each hospital for the extinction of an outbreak 
of fire, and for the escape of the inmates in tlie event of . such an 
occurrence, and in fact, into all such matters as might assist us in 
supervising these hospitals, and in reporting thereon in accordance 
with the provisions of the 18th section of the Act of 19 A 20 Viet., 
cap. 110. 

In the Appendix are tables giving the following particulars for 
each hospital during the year : — Table No. 1 is a Classified Return 
of the Diseases of Patients. No. 2 shows the number of Patients 
treated ; the mortality ; the average daily number in hospital, and 
the present extent of accommodation for each class of patients. No. 

3 shows the several sources of income. No. 4 the several chief 
heads of expenditure. No. 5 the average cost per bed for main- 
tenance and for establishment and for both combined, but exclusive 
of buildings and furniture. No. 6 gives the prices of articles sup- 
plied per contract. No. 7 gives the attendances of each member of 
the Board of Governors at the several meetings. 

" A study of these tables, taken in conjunction with what we 
ourselves have observed, enables us to report that the hospitals 
under the superintendence of this Board fulfil, with a proviso to 
be submitted for the consideration of Your Excellency later on, in 
an economical and thorough way the objects for which they were 
instituted. 

With a view to special report we take the hospitals as they are 
given above. 

WESTMORELAND LOCK HOSPITAL. 

A thorough inspection of this institution enables us to say that 
we do not see how the Governing Body and Staff could do more 
for it than is being done. We found the inmates, whom we 
questioned individually, clean and contented. The wards were in 
good order, the bedding sufficient and suitable, the lavatories, 
&s., clean and in a sanitary condition. 

An inspection of the supplies, of the cooking, of the laundry, 
and all that falls under the care of the Matron gave nothing but 
satisfaction, as did also the work of the Registrar. 

We noticed that since our last report electric lighting and 
additional bath accommodation have been introduced. 

STEEVENS’ HOSPITAL. 

Of this hospital we have nothing but satisfaction to express. 
It is the only hospital under supervision in which a certain 
number of patients are treated in the recognized open-air method 
night and day. On the day of our visit we found half-a-dozen 
patients very happy, contented, and doing well with no 
protection from weather except what was given by plentiful bed 
clothes and a “ lean-to ’’—that is, a corrugated iron roof resting

against a wall on one side and supported at the other by a few 
wooden props. Such treatment of both medical and surgical 
cases is very largely in use in England, and all who try it 
seem to become converts to its use. 

During the year the Governors of this hospital have had con- 
siderable repairs carried out. The fever wing has been repainted 
throughout, and new “ French windows” inserted. Many of 
the wards have been repainted and the lavatories tiled and addi- 
tions made thereto. A new drying system, which is very effective, 
has been introduced in the laundry, and the laundry has been 
thoroughly renovated. 

THE MEATH HOSPITAL. 

We found on inspection every department in full and efficient 
working order. It is a venerable institution which, carrying a 
heavy debt, manages somehow to keep fully abreast of the times — 
an old body with a young spirit. We have reported in detail so 
often we now omit doing so. 

Several needed improvements were effected during the year, 
among them being the erection of two balconies facing the south, 
with access to them from two of the largest wards. These were 
recommended by Captain Purcell, Superintendent of the Fire 
Brigade, as an escape in case of fire ; but they are also of benefit 
to the patients occupying these wards, who can, in fine weather, 
sit out on them and enjoy the sunshine and fresh' air. The erec- 
tion of these balconies cost H358 16s. 

THE CORK STREET FEVER HOSPITAL. 

It would be hard to find an institution that gives better value 
for its outlay than that w T e are now about to refer to, and which 
has been well-named the House of Recovery. 

Unpretentious, out of the way, labelled “fever,” it does an 
extraordinary amount _ of good work, but little known to the 
public. At our inspection we found everything in excellent work- 
ing order. We went through each department slowly, and looked 
into every detail. That there w r as no short-coming reflects great 
credit on the management, for the Lady Superintendent, Miss 
Rhind, was called up by the Army Nursing Department last 
August, and later on the Assistant Matron contracted typhus, from 
which she is now happily recovered. 

Improvement arid Chang es .—Owing to the War the Committee 
decided to have very little capital expenditure this year and, there- 
fore, the returns under this head are small. The electric cooker 
in the Nurses’ Home was completed. It has worked satisfactorily 
and effected economy in cost ; the outside of the iron house was 
painted, and also the fence of the grounds adjoining the Nurses’ 
Home. 

By the addition of a new washing machine the equipment of 
the laundry was brought up-to-date, and there has been a great 
improvement in the quality of the work done. 

The fever work of the Balrothery Rural District Council was 
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taken over, as they required their Fever Hospital for Belgian 
Refugees. 

To meet the increasing distances from which patients are 
removed into hospital the Committee purchased a motor ambu- 
lance, which is now being built in Dublin and which will, it is 
hoped, be in use shortly. 

RICHMOND, WHITWORTH, AND HARDWICKE 
HOSPITALS. 

We went over every part of this institution in a careful way 
and have nothing but praise to bestow on it. There is no depart- 
ment in it to which we have not given our tribute of commen- 
dation in previous reports. These we now renew. As one goes 
round the institution the words style with efficiency occur to one 
as long as the part known as the Richmond is in view ; but 
when the Hardwicke is reached the word style is found to be 
inapplicable, and the word efficiency is emphasised to show 
appreciation of good work under difficult circumstances. It is, 
therefore, with no surprise, we receive the following statement : 

' ’ The present defective state of the Hardwicke Hospital has 
for long been a matter of deep anxiety to the Board of Governors. 
It is a very old building, and needs to be entirely remodelled to 
bring it up” to modern requirement. Plans have been prepared for 
doing so at a cost of about T12.000, but funds are lacking. It 
will be seen from figures published elsewhere that the expenditure 
for the year has exceeded the income by T802 6s. Id. The 
Board, it appears, have approached the Government for a special 
building grant for this purpose, and we cannot too strongly urge 
that their request be granted, as the Hardwicke is the only fever 
hospital on the north side of Dublin, situatd in one of the pooiest 
and most congested districts, with a population of about 166,000. 

Additions.— A' new department having apparatus for the most 
recent electric light treatment has been opened during the year. 

ROTUNDA LYING-IN HOSPITAL. 

The lying-in hospitals of Dublin are famous all the world over. 
There is now established in them an excellent routine which 
works with the most admirable results. _ Cleanliness and method 
are not strong points in Ireland, but in our lying-in hospitals 
they reign supreme. When one considers the number of students 
and mid-wives which these institutions train and turn out annually 
one can appreciate how much the country owes them. At our 
inspection every corner of this hospital was found clean. In every 
ward were clean and happy mothers and babies. 

THE COOMBE LYING-IN HOSPITAL. 

What we have said of the method and cleanliness and the good 
work, professional and educational, of the Rotunda Hospital 
applies equally to this. It has advanced by leaps and bounds 
during the last seven or eight years, It wanted money, and some- 
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how it got it— not all it desires and deserves— through the energy 
ot those connected with. Our inspection, which was very com- 
plete, showed us everything in good order and working smoothly. 
We have only two words to say to those connected with it — “ go 
on. 6 

ROYAL VICTORIA EYE AND EAR HOSPITAL. 

This institution is now very complete and working with ease. 
Young blind men were very common in Ireland once upon a time. 
They are so no longer. The number of children who, though not 
blind saw mdifferently, and who went through life without the 
use and pleasure of clear sight. One frequently sees quite poor 
children wearing suitable glasses. These were our thoughts as 
we made our inspection of the out and the in-door departments 
ol this great institution. We were satisfied with everything we 
saw, for they all spoke of growth and betterment. 


ROYAL HOSPITAL FOR INCURABLES. 

As usual we found in this hospital that air of cheerful content- 
ment to which we have drawn attention in previous reports. 
Everything is done for the inmates that good judgment can 
dictate, and there exists on all sides a give and take disposition 
most worthy of imitation. Our inspection enables us to 
state the mateiial wants of the patients are looked after 
m the most practical and satisfactory way. We found every 
department working well, the supplies all of good quality, and no 
indication of extravagance or waste. 

The new building is in an advanced state, and gives 
promise that it would be open for occupation next winter. On 
the financial side the increased cost of living and a falling of £300 
m the amount of annual subscriptions were giving anxiety — an 
anxiety universal at the present time. 

BEDS ALLOCATED FOR WOUNDED SOLDIERS. 

In the Richmond Hospital a separate building known as the 

•S ool Hospital was, at a cost of £852, repaired and fitted up 
with 28 beds for the treatment of sick and Wounded soldiers. 
Ihe Governors, Staff, and a few friends subscribed £300 towards 
this, leaving a debt due to the Bank of £552 . 

In addition to the above, 24 extra beds were fitted up in pre- 
viously existing' wards, so that the work done amongst the civilian 
population might be interfered with as little as possible. 

The number of beds at the disposal of the Military Authorities ' 
from the date when the wards were fully equipped and open to 
the 31st March was 9,402. These figures are arrived at by 
multiplying the number of beds by the number of days in the 
period indicated above. Of these 9,402 beds 4,224 were occupied 
6,114 were unoccupied. In other words, as the Treasury pays 
only for occupied beds there were 5,174, or more than one- 
half, for which no payment was received. 
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Steevens’ Hospital.— Since the end of August there. have ib «en 
60 beds, specially fitted up for wounded soldiers and m excess or 
the usual accommodation, at the disposal of the Mdrtary 
ties — i.e, 60 beds for 212 days=12,720 beds. Of these 12, UU 
beds 3,047 were occupied; 9,673 unoccupied; or more than two- 
thirds, for which no payment was received. tinned 

The Meath Hospital.— This hospital m October last place 
30 beds at the disposal of the Military Aunties From that 
time to the 31st March, 1915, the number of days these, beds were 
open for occupation was 4,650. The number of days tey W 
occupied was 2,092; unoccupied, 2,558; more than one-half for 
which no payment was received. . . 

The Eoyal Victoria Eye and Ear Hospital.— This instlt 
tion, at the end of August, placed 10 beds at thejhsposal ofHhe 
Military Authorities. Ten. beds for 197 days ' ,, • ■, 

occupied, 515 ; beds unoccupied, 1,455 ; leaving nearly two- ir s 

^officer in charge of King George V.’s Hospital, who had these 
institutions under his supervision, informs us that the way m 
which the wounded and sick were treated in the above-mentione 
hospitals was, without exception highly satisfactory. 


The Einancial Aspect of the Treating! of Wounded Solwers 
in Hospitals set apart for the use of the 1 oor. 

This side of the subject demands from us special consideration, 
for as a Board our chief duty is to see that the hospitals under 
our consideration “ fulfil in an economical and thorough way the 
nhiects for which they were instituted. 

The following is an attempt to. arrive at an estimate of the pay- 
ments that would reimburse the out-of-pocket ® x P® n ®®® th 
general hospitals under our supervision, ^sddierT 

have done in connection with the treatment of wounded soldiers 
Our calculations are exclusive of the cost of buildings and the 
furnishing and equipping such buildings, and are based on figures

From these figures and bearing in mind that the maintenance 
of wmde h d sddfers is much more Mostly than that of f ever patients 
and of children— classes of cases forming a considerable part of 
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the ordinary hospital patients — it is plain that the amount paid by 
the Treasury — 'three shillings per occupied bed up to December 13, 
1914, and on and after that date four shillings per occupied bed, 
and throughout nothing at all for unoccupied beds — is too small, 
and that all hospitals working on these terms are incurring a loss 
each day that passes. Should it be asked how these figures came 
to be fixed, the explanation, so far as we can arrive at it, is as 
follows : — Since the outset of the war there has been a wide- 
spread desire, in which the Governors of hospitals shared to a full 
measure, to do all things possible for wounded soldiers, and thus 
many things were lost stght of which at other times would have 
been more carefully considered. Moreover in some instances 
the responsibility governing the expenditure may not have been 
borne in mind. 

In November, 1914, this board entered into a correspondence 
with the Military Authorities pointing out the insufficiencies of 
the payments. As a result the payment for occupied beds was 
raised to four shillings, but payment of any kind for unoccupied 
beds was not granted. We give the concluding letter of this 
correspondence, as it shows how matters at present stand : —

‘ ‘ Dublin District, The Castle, Dublin. 

‘ ‘ Dear Sir, 

“ In reply to yours of the 23rd December 1914, I am instructed 
by the Chairman of the Board of Superintendence Dublin 
Hospitals, Sir Lambert H. Ormsby, to inform you that whatever 
the amount paid for beds there is no question of not receiving, 
welcoming, and treating as heretofore wounded soldiers as long 
as it is necessary. All that this Board have suggested to the 
hospitals in question to do is to keep their accounts with the 
Treasury open. The outlay on the empty beds which the War 
Office have taken on to their books and concerning which no terms 
have been come to is mounting up daily and will go on mounting 
up. Calculating on the time already expired the average of daily 
empty beds will far exceed in number that of occupied beds. Our 
advice, as already given, is that terms of payment for these beds 
be now fixed and that the original contract as regards the occupied 
beds be let stand. A copy of this letter is being sent to the 
Registrar of each hospital concerned, who will, no doubt, lay it 
before his Board and send on to you their views.

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In connection with this question of hospital expenditure on 
wounded soldiers mention has to be made of the tact t 
Bed Cross Society has made grants to hospitals to help them m 
this outlay. It seems to us that it would be a good thing it the 
Bed Cross Society were to go fully into the matter we have brougl 
to your Excellency’s notice. It is essentially a question foi 
charitable organisation inasmuch as the issue . lies between 
poor man and the tax payer— in other words, on the shoulders of 
which of those is the burden of paying the amount 1 
payments and special subscriptions for wounded sold eis m char- 
table hospitals to fall. As in making their grants the : Bed Cross 
Society give no indication of how they arrive at the various 
amountsf it is difficult to say to what extent they meet the loss 
occasioned by the non-payment for empty beds.
